ONE OF 6 ACCUSED 
IN BERG KIDNAPING 


Charles Tucker, ‘Charged 
With Guarding Furrier in 
Flat, Named as Witness 


for Prosecution. 


TRIALS OF 5 OTHER 
DEFENDANTS SET 


Charles Heuer and Edward 
Barcume Scheduled - to 


Feb. 8. 


The name of Charles Tucker, one 
of six defendants in the Berg kid- 
naping case, was indorsed on the 
indictment as a State's witness 
when the cases of five others were 
set for trial by Circuit Judges 
Pearcy and Ossing today. 

First of the defendants to go to 
trial according to the schedule 
agreed on today by State and de- 
fense will be Charles Heuer and 
Edward Barcume, ex-convicts 
charged with actually seizing Alex- 
ander Berg, wealthy fur dealer, on 
Nov. 6, and holding him for more 
than four days for $50,000 ran- 
som. Their trial is set for Feb. 
8 and they are scheduled tod go to- 
gether before a jury in Judge Os- 
sing’s court. 

Paul A. Richards, attorney and 
self-declared agent of the kidnap- 
ers, who had obtained a change of 
venue to Circuit Judge. Pearcy’s 
court, was scheduled for trial on 
Feb. 15. It was during the hear- 
ing on the new setting for his trial 
that the State indorsed the names 
of three new ‘witnesses. In addi- 
tion to Tucker they are Arthur 
Bateman of 2737 Queens avenue, 
said to have been associated fn thew 
fish business with Hever, Barcume 
and George Peak, another defend- 
ant: and Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Joseph A. Lennon; who is expected 
to testify about the investigation in 
the case and the making of con- 
fessions by several of the defend- 


ants. 


Curtis Medlock, who is said to 
have driven the kidnapers’ car and 
to have rented the flat at 5084A 
Easton avenue where Berg was 
held captive, is scheduled to go to 
trial along with Peak on Feb. 23 
before Judge Ossing. Peak, a pa- 
roled murderer, has been named 
as the man‘who pointed out Berg 
to the kidnapers as a victim. 

No setting. was made for the 
case of Tucker, former juvenile de- 
linquent who acted as a guard at 
the kidnapers’ flat. When his case 
was mentioned before Judge QOs- 
sing, former Circuit Attorney Sid- 
ener, counsel for Barcume and 
Heuer, remarked: 

“I suppose that case is going to 
be nolled,” meaning that it would 
be dismissed by nol-pros. 

“I didn’t say that,’’ rejoined Cir- 
cuit Attorney Miller. “We shall 
dispose of it later.’’ 

After the settings had been made. 
the five defendants were returned 
to city jail, where they are held 
without bond. 

Berg was kidnaped on Lindell 
boulevard near Euclid avenue, on 
his way to his residence in the 
Park Plaza Hotel. He was re- 
leased on promise of payment of 
$50,000 ransom, but the kidnapers, 
except for Barcume and Heuer, 
were under arrest within a few 
hours and the money never was 
paid. Barcume and Heuer were ar- 
rested on Nov. 19 after they had 
robbed a bank at Winfield, Mo.

U.S. FLYERS nO rOOD

Sixteen Snowbound Towns Pro- 
visioned—20,000 Said to Be 
Faced With Starvation.

big United States Army bombing 
planes dropped food and provisions 
again today to thousands of snow- 
bound Navajos in Necrthern Arizo- 
na and New Mexico.

Reported to Have Refused 
6-Hour and Guaran- 
tee of Work to Part-Time 
Employes. 


RECESS IS TAKEN 
TO STUDY QUESTIONS 


Both Sides Conferring on 
Proposed 10 Pct. Wage 


| Cut Insist Nothing Is Def- 


initely Decided.

CHICAGO, Jan. 18.— Railway 
presidents and brotherhood and 
union leaders, in conference here, 
took a recess today to give both 
sides more time to study differ- 
ences arising in the discussion | of 
stabilization of employment and 
other proposals made by the labor 
group. 

Although both sides insisted 


nothing definite had been decided, 
indicatlons were that the presi- 
dents were unfavorable to some 
parts of the labor program, al- 
though friendly to others. 

Indication that Hhttle hope was 
held for an early agreement on the 
wage and employment issues was 
the reservation of the conference 
rooms today until Jan. 27. This 
is a wek’s extension of the reserva- 
tions. 

The labor program was advanced 
as a counter proposal to the sug- 
gestion of a voluntary 10 per cent 
wage reduction with the fmplica- 
tion that if the presidents agreed 
‘to it or a large part of it, labor 
would be willing to accept the 
wage cut for one year. 

The unions asked, among other 
things, that the roads promise full 
time employment to at least a min- 
imum force for one year and a def- 
inite amount of employment to 
part time forces. It was under- 
stood that this was one of the mat- 
ters referred to when the labor 
spokesmen ,said “on some things 
they (the presidents) did not go as 
far as we hoped they would.” - 

The attitude of the presidents re- 
garding the six-hour day was said 
to be even less satisfactory te the 
union heads. The labor group had 
asked that a commission be formed 
to study the ways and means of ap- 
plying the six-hour day to the 
railway industry but it was report- 
ed that the presidents reiterated 
the usual objections of the man- 
agements to such a plan. 

Both groups, represented by 
committees, have been in confer- 
ence here since Thursday f&and the 
union men have indicated they 
would barter a 10 per cent cut for 
afioption of their program by the 
railroads. They contend it would 
bring relief to 700,000 men out of 
work and 600,000 others only part- 
ly employed. 

David B. Robertson, head of the 
labor delegation, said the presidents 
“had not seen their way clear to ac- 
cede to the request” regarding the 
six-hour day. He added, however, 
that the union men had not yet 
given up hope for the plan and that 
it remained in the labor program. 
> No modifications or alterations 
had been made on the program, 
Robertson said. At the request of 
the presidents, the labor leaders 
were prepared to furnish additional 
details on two of their suggestions 
—the stabilization of employment 
and a nationewide system of re- 
placement bureaus. 

Any fear that the railroads 
would take steps this week to en- 
force a 15 per cent wage cut has 
been removed. A 30-day notice for 
the 15 per cent reduction filed in 
December expires Tuesday but the 
carriers’ committee yesterday. as- 
sured the unions the deadline would 
be disregarded.

GERMANY’S PLIGHT 
LAID TO HIGH RATE 
OF LOAN INTEREST 


$375,000,000 
LA FOLLETTE 
RELIEF BILL 


Arable Larid Only 14 Pct. of 
That in U. S., Carnegie 
‘Report Says. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—The high 


rate of interest on new capital is 
given as the chief reason for Ger- 
many’s present financial position, 
in a report published today by the 
Carnegie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace. The report was re- 
quested by the Endowment from 
a distinuished German economist. 
Interest on call money, the re- 
port states, jumped from less than 
5 per cent in 1913 to an average of 
7 per cent since 19265. 

The report points out the neces- 
sity of new capital, even at prohib- 
itory rates. It lists the outflow of 
capital to meet requirements of the 
Dawes and Young plans. It also 
calls attention to the loss to Ger- 
many of its entire merchant ma- 
rine, all its colonies, 15. per cent of 
the land under cultivation and 11 
per cent of its forests. 

The fact that Germany has half 
the population of the United States, 
and only 14 per cent of the pro- 
ductive land, is cited as an illus- 
tration of the necessity for inten- 
sive cultivation, and the capital 
with whi@h to finance it. 

The report stresses that, from 
the German point of view, repara- 
tions comprise a political rather 
than a legal debt, and that there- 
fore the chief contributing reason 
for high interest rates is political.

“Not Hoarding, But Wise Provision

FINAL PASSAGE 


Senate, Taking U Up Bill to 
Iron Out Differences 
With House, Again Re- 
jects Aid for Cities. 


LAND BANK BILL ALSO 
IN CONFERENCE 


Committee Hearings on 
Home Loan System and 
Plan to Free Deposits in 
Closed Banks. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—New 


York City’s administration was de- 
bated in the Senate today when 
Senator Copeland (Dem.), New 


York, sought to include states and 
municipalities within the scope of 
the $2,000,000,000 reconstruction fi- 
nance corporation relief. 

The Senate took up the House 
vetsion of the reconstruction bill 
when Senator Walcott (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, moved the formality of 
substituting the measure previously 
passed by the Senate. The Sen- 
ate later sent the bill to conference 
for adjustment of differences with 
the House. 

‘ Senator Copeland previously had 
offered an amendment to include 
cities within the scope of the legis- 
lation. The Senate rejected it. 

Senator Couzens (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, demanded reading of the 
House pill to ascertain differences 
in the two measures. 

The House bill allows the paper 
of the corporation to be rediscount- 
ed by the Federal Reserve Board. 
Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, led 
a successful contest in the Senate 
for elimination of this provision. 
The Senate also struck from the 
measure originally the provision 
kept by the House allowing loans 
to ‘‘other bona fide financial insti- 
tutions.” These are the principal 
differences between the Senate and 
House to be worked out in confer- 
ence, 

Reed-Copeland Debate." 

Senator Reed (Rep.), Pennsylva- 
nia, insisted that Mayor Walker put 
his own house in order “by cutting 
out some of the city’s extrayagances 
and re-establishing its credit.” 

Copeland replied that “it is no 
worse for Mayor Walker to ask help 
than for us to be giving aid to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, which runs 
through Pennsylvania.” 

Reed said he wasn’t seeking aid 
for the railroad, but rather for the 
security holders of the line who 
are scattered all over the nation. 

“It is wrong in principle,” argued 
Reed, “for the Federal Government 
to be going to the aid of cities and 
states. We have never done it. 
Why should we lift the burden off 
the shoulders of Mayor ' Walker, 
who spent the*money, and put it 
On the shoulders of our Govern- 
ment, when our own bonds and se- 
curities are selling away below 
par? 

“We will have more excuses from 
New York City why this loan 
shouldn't be repaid than we are 
hearing now from the Allies on 
why our war debts shouldn't be 
paid.” : 

Copeland proposed to limit the 
amount to be loaned to states or 
municipalities at any one time to 
$200,000,000. Both the Senate and 
Mouse previously defeated this 
move, 

Land Bank Conference. 

A conference already is under 
way on the bill to help the Federal 
Land Ranks. The conferees agreed 
this morning to a Senate amend- 
ment for a $25,000.000 increase to 
be tacked to the $100,000,000 which 
the House voted for increasing the 
capital of these banks. 

The sum added by the Senate was 
expressly earmarked for use in éex- 
tending farm mortgage payments at 
the discretion of the banks in 
needy cases. Several points con- 
nected with the wording of the ex- 
tension clause remained to be 
threshed out. 

The remainder of the emergency 
program is pressing close behind 
these two bills, with committee 
hearings continuing in both 
branches on the home loan bank- 
ing system proposed by Mr. Hoover 
and the establishment of another 
Government corporation to release, 
through loans, deposits in closed 
banks.

TELLS OF HELLON LOAN 
T0 UNION GULF FIRM 


Spokesman for Cabinet Officer 
Assures House Investigators 
Deal Was Legal.

WASHINGTON, | Jan. 18.—A loan 


by Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon of his personal securities to the 
Union Gulf Corporation was de- 
scribed to. the House Judiciary 
Committee today by Melion’s rep- 
resentative, Alexander W. Gregg. 
Gregg said it was all entirely legal. 
Representative Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, who seeks Mellon’s im- 
peachment on charges he has en- 
waged in business in violation of 
law, had presented the stock trans- 
action as evidence to support his 
contentions. 

Gregg said Melion -had supplied 
part of the securities lent to the 
Union Gulf Corporation to be used 
as eollateral for a bond issue. ‘‘It 
was a straight loan fer a consider- 
ation and did not constitute engag- 
ing in business,"’ Gregg said. 
Chairman Sumners questioned 
Gregg. who opened his argument 
Friday, on the application of the 
law to stock ownership. 

“I think it would depend on how 
active the stockholder was,’’ Gregg 


replied. “If he continued to run a 
company he would be barred 
whether he owned $9 or One per 


cent of the stock. Mr. Mellon has 
not taken any active part. He does 
not own control in any corporation. 
“Mr. Mellon has never attended 
even a stockholders’ meeting of any 
corporation since he has been Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. He has 
given ‘his proxy.” 

“No Strings On It.” 
Sumners asked Gregg whether 
the bank stock Mellon had dis- 
posed of when taking office was 
now held by individual in one 
block. “I can’t answer that,” Gregg 
said, “I don’t know; but there are 
no strings on it.’ 

Gregg said he would supply the 
owhershi po fthis bank stock. He 
said the disposition of Mellon's 
bank - stock had probably been 
through a private sale and not on 
the public exchange market be- 
cause “it was a large block.” 
Representative Dominick, South 
Carolina (Dem.), suggested a list 
of all Mellon's stockholdings be 
supplied. “It would be possible to 
get it but I want to suggest the 
seriousness of spreading pftvate af- 
fairs before the public,” Gregg said. 
Dominick's request was not 
pressed. 
In reply to questions by Repre- 
sentative La Guardia, New York 
(Rep.), Gregg said ‘Mellon owns a 
minority interest in the Koppers 
Construction Co. of Pittsburg.

Testimony on prohibition legis- 
lation during his many years o> the 
House Judiciary Committee, Dyer 
said, showed the people would not 
regard 4 per cent beer as intoxi- 
eating in fact. : 

Enactment of the Bingham bill, 
he said, would aid in law enforce- 
ment and help economically. 

Dyer estimated the number of 
speakeasies in the country at 230,- 
000 and annual consumption of 
illicit liquors at 4,000,000,000 gal- 
lons. He said there were 60,000 
“corn bootleggers” in the South, 


New York Lawyer Testifies. 

Charies A. Boston, New York, @ 
former president of the American 
Bar Association, said he regarded 
the beer measure as only 4 “pailia- 
tive but a palliative which has 
much merit.” 

Declaring he represented no in- 
terest, Boston contradicted a state- 
ment attributed to an unidentified 
“distinguished ecclesiast”’ that only 
the liquor interests favored the beer 
bill. 

The witness said he had no doubt 
legalization of beer would discour- 
age hard liquor drinking, which he 
described as greater now than ever

He added he favored repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment, as it 
had “increased violence, spies and 
contempt for law, and educated the 
youth of the next generation to in- 
toxicants.”

Figures in Référendum. 
The association referendum last 
year, he added, showed 13,000 mem- 
bers for repeal and 6000 against.

“While the list of voters was not 
made public because it was a ‘“‘se- 
cret bailot,’’ Boston said, “those 
who did vote were in good standing 
and entitled to vote.” 

“The results of enforcement,” he 
said, “have been disastrous, the 
methods used unfair, and the law 
has been enforced with a degree of 
hate as no other law except the 
flgitive slave law.” 

David Burnet, Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, called before the 
committee, wag asked by Chairman 
Metcalf if passage of the bill would 
increase beer consumption by one- 
fourth because of the prohibition 
of hard liquor. 

“I have no crystal ball in which 
to gaze,’’ Burnet replied. 

Beer and Taxes. 

Senator Bingham read from 
Prohibition Bureau figures show- 
ing 22,000,000 barrels of unlawful 
beer were made in 1930 and said 
Only $100 in taxes was collected. 
This compared with 27,000,000 bar- 
rels of legal beer in 1919, when

J. Flynn, 58 years old, cashier of 
the Washington County Bank here, 
was found dead with a bullet 
wound in the head shortly before 
noon yesterday. 

The body was found by Fiynn’s 
sister, Mrs. J. B. Boyer, at whose 
home he lived, in his former resi- 


dence, which has been vacant sev- 
eral years. A revolver, which he 
kept in his desk at the bank, was 
clutched in his hand. 

Fiynn left his sister’s home at 8 
o'clock, saying that he was going 
to mass. When he failed to re- 
turn, Mre. Boyer and her daugh- 
ter started @ search. The Coroner 
took charge of the body and will 
hold an inquest tomorrow. 

John F. Evans, president of the 
bank, ascribed Fiynn's act to ill 
health and despondency. Evans 
said Flynn's accounts at the bank 
are in order, but stated the cashier 
had worried because of failing 
health, and had spoken of taking 
a vacation in February. 

Fiynn, a widower, had been con- 
nected with the bank for 31 years 
and for the last 165 years was 
cashier. In addition to several sis- 
ters and brothers, he is survived 
by @ daughter, Miss Rushia Lee 
Flynn of St. Louis.

| He said that while England had 
one central bank, the United States 
had 12, referring to the 12 Federal 
Reserve banks. He contended that 
for the most part, members of the 
Reserve Board are speculators who 
deal in stocks and who “never pro- 
duce anything.” 

The Federal Reserve_ Board 
should consist of users of money 
and not speculators, he _ testified, 
‘and one-fourth of them should be 
producers, one-fourth manufactur- 
ers, one-fourth representatives of 
transportation and one-fourth mar- 
keters in the export and import 
business. 

Explaining the “Scotch system,” 
Murray said it decentralized the 
banking arrangements and did not 
require prior indebtedness on 
which to issue notes. Under it, 
State banks in the past could issue 
currency on preducts stored in 
warehouses or otherwise held as se- 
curity as against the currency in- 
stead of on obligations as is used 
by the Federal Reserve System. 

Murray pointed out that under 
the Federal Reserve System, cur- 
rency ig issued on obligations and 
that securities were favored by the 
reserve banks as credit instead of 
on the products of agriculture and 
industry. 

Gov. Murray said the Reserve 
System had stopped about 10 years 
ago, permitting bankers ffom be- 
ing the judges of commercial pa- 
pers and had declined te issue cur- 
rency on certain classes of papers. 
He added the Opinion that “this is 
the cause of the present difficul- 
ties.”’

RUSSIA SOLICITS 
JAPANFORPACT ON 
“NONAGERESSION 


Soviet Move Ascribed to 
Uneasiness Over Military 
Activities Against Chin- 
ese in Manchuria. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Jan. 18.—The Soviet 


Government has made overtures to 


Japan for a pact of non-aggression 
as a new demonstration of its de- 
sire to keep the peace and at the 
same time to circumvent what it 
considers the attempts of ‘foreign 
imperialist circles’’ to provoke the 
two nations to war over the Man- 
churian controversy. 

With an uneasy eye on Japanese 
troop movements in the area of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, partly 
owned and operated by Russia, 
Foreign Commissar Maxim Litvin- 
off sounded out Foreign Minister 
Kenkichi Yoshizawa on the proposi- 
tion when the latter passed through 
Moscow. Their conversation was 
followed with direct discussions be- 
tween the Soviet Ambassador and 
the Foreign Office in Tokio.

A favorable 
response from Japan is hopefully 
awaited here in view of the fact 
thet the Far Eastern country now is 
Russia’s only neighbor with whom 
no pact has been concluded nor ne- 
gotiations conducted. 

The accord would contain in 
general an agreement not to de- 
clare war on each other, to respect 
the mutual frontiers of each party 
and to remain neutral in case either 
nation was involved in war. 

Such treaties already exist be- 
tween Soviet Russia and Germany, 
Turkey, Persia, Afghanistan and 
Lithuania. Similar pacts are ini- 
tialed, but not signed or ratified, 
with France and Latvia, and ne- 
gotiations are under way with 
Poland, Rumania and Finland. 


These agreements are not only 
in line with Russia’s traditional 
peace policy, but are understood 
to be inspired primarily by the 
Kremlin’s distrust of the League 
of Nations and the Kellogg-Briand 
pact instruments to prevent 
war, based on the belief that the 
very universality of such groups 
makes them ineffective because 
the diverse interests of so many 
nations prevents a unanimity of 
action. : 

The Government is represented 
as feeling that its policy of bilateral 


treaties is more efficacious in that 
they narrow the responsibility for 
aggressive acts. It points to the 
League’s handling of the Sino-Jap- 
anese dispute as proof of this

ASSALS CAPITALISM 


Declares, Private Profit Will 
Give Way to Gain for the 
Community. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 18.~—Theo- 


dore Dreiser, who recently investi- 
gated mite strikes in Kentucky, 
has written a book of economics, 
politics and sociology in which he 
excoriates the capitalistic system. 

The book is entitled ‘Tragic 
America.” 

“In Harlan County, Ky.,” he 
says, “the big Morgan, Insull, Ford, 
Mellon, etc., interests tre grinding 
the coal miners to uncivilized liv- 
ing conditions. Corporation police 
have perpetrated lawless. terror 
Woon strikers * * *. Scores of min- 
ers have been arrested merely to 
intimidate them.”’ 

Dreisér believes this problem, as 
well as most others in America, 
resolve in a class war-—"a fight be- 
tween capital and labor—and for 
the very sustenance of the work- 
oF.” 

His book attacks banks and cor- 
porations, railways, “Government 
operation of the express companies 
for private profit,” “the Supreme 
Court as a corporation-minded in- 
stitution,” and ‘‘the Constitution as 
@ scrap of paper.” 

He assails the church and char- 
ity, as they exist, as expressions of 
capitalism. 

“For why,” he asks, “should an 
American Red Cross pay enormous 
salaries to masters the while 
spending what seems to me a dis- 
honestly low fraction of its re- 
ceipts in actual aid.” 

A new method of government 
and living must come, he says. 
“And even in my day have I not 
seen the death of the idea of roy- 
alty, with its claim of royal blood; 
the rise of Communism and its 
trial? And can nothing more hap- 
pen? 

“Yet these but a few hours since 
were considered impregnable— 
their dis-establishment a fool's 
dream. Yet every era is a reac- 
tion to and at the same time an 
opposition to the past, and this 
that is now coming is not less so” 

“Private gain may, and I now 
believe will, give Way to gain for 
the whole, from which many more 
may rise. 

“Yet how different from Chiesa 
H. Schwab's cruel and _ relentless 
law of $30,000,000 in bonuses to 
officers and $15 and $20 ta la- 
borers of great strength and effi- 
ciency! — 

“But out of this approaching 
change, what may not come! Men 
and women how wise and strong, 
and how eager to find a surer and 
more pleasin,; way of life!’’

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COMBINING THE NAVY AND WAR DEPARTMENTS. 

A bill has been introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives calling for the consolidation of the de 
partments of War and the Navy into a Department of 
National Defense. The sponsor of the proposal is 
Representative Byrns of Tennessee, chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee and one of the veteran 
members of Congress. Speaker Garner has an- 
nounced his support, and hearings will be held shortly 
by the House Expenditures Committee. 
Representative Byrns’ bill embodies an idea which 
will be variously viewed, and, should it become a law, 
one which would have far-reaching consequences in 
the organization of two of the largest and most pow: 
erful branches of the Government, Its sponsor says 
he introduced the measure in the interest of economy. 
Pointing out that next year’s budget estimates ask for 
more than $300,000,000 for each department, a total 
in excess of $640,000,000 for the two, he holds the 
plausible view that important savings could be effect- 
ed by co-ordinating the functions and reducing the 
overhead of separate war and navy branches. Speaker 
Garner bases his support on the same probable 
savings.

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REVENUE PRODUCER OR DUD? 
The city will gain little added revenue this year, it 
seems likely, from the increased rates on motor ve- 
hicle fees voted by the Board of Aldermen. Before 
Mayor Miller’s return to the city, Acting Mayor Neun 
had announced that he would approve the ordinance, 
The new schedule cannot become effective before 
Feb. 17. The 1932 plates are now ready, and ‘License 
Collector Chapman says he can find no authority for 
refusing to issue them at the usual time, late in Jan- 
uary, and, of course, at the present rates. Should 
the city Law Department’s research uphold this posi- 
tion, there would be a rush to buy tags before Feb. 
17, and the $100,000 added revenue expected from 
the increase would dwindle to insignificance. The 
higher rates would become merely a penalty on drir- 
ers who bought their tags in the latter part of the 
legal period. The license bill thus would prove a mis- 
erable fiasco.

It was the desire 
to possess and repossess their own liberty 
of thought and action that made dnd kept 
us a nation. 

Within this past half century, a develop- 
ment has arisen that bids fair to outrank 
all the tramplings of kings and csars on 
rights once gained. Without drama, with- 
out mercenaries in red coats, it has come 
upoh us unaware. Silently and quiétly it 
haS cOme, and because it was silent and 
quiet we have accepted it, not realizing 
that what we accepted was the death of 
the essential thing for which our fathers 
died, 

We have lost our liberty because power 
in América has passed away from the péo- 
Ple to the Vast concentration of industrial 
wéalth afid poWer now held in the hands 
of an insignificant fraction of the people, 
If we stop to think about it, we have 
lived long enough in this machine age and 
we are sufficiently atquainted with its 
workings to know that there is little equal- 
ity left in it. The Declaration of Indepen- 
dence may still recite that alJ men are 
created free and equal, the law may still 
read that the worker and the employer are 
free to enter or refuse to enter into con- 
tractual relations. But the:bread and but- 
ter fact—the bread or no bread fact—is 
that the worker who refuses to work on 
the employer’s terms may well starve. His 
freedom may becomé simply the freedom 
to starve. When that has happened, how 
much freedom, to all intents and purposes, 
have we left in America?

It is here at the tightened belt line, and 
not against any threats of foreign domina- 
tion, that this nation of ours must grapple 
With the problem of liberty. Today there 
are in this country millions of men and 
women who want to work but are not frée 
to work. . Their liberty is incomplete. In 
that condition of affairs, not a féw millions 
alone, but our whole Working population, 
may begin to ask more tensely than now, 
“What price liberty in these United States?” 
If there be truth in this statement and 
justice in this complaint, milliong’ may be 
forced to this conclusion: “Where security 
is lacking, there is no liberty. “To have lib- 
erty, wé must have sédurity first.” And, 
having come to that conclusion, these mil- 
lions may well demand such new arrange- 
ments in our economic order as will secure 
for each individual the freedom that ex- 
isted so abundantly when the country was 
young—the freedom to work and earn a 
decent living. 

But are the wage earners in the mill, 
in the mine, or on the farm, the only ones 
who have lost sotie measure of their lib- 
erty during the years of enormous indus-

Is a man free to start a business today? 
Of course. Yet does he stand a chance of 
succeeding in competition with the great 
organizations already in the field of motor 
transportation, or steel, or aluminum, or 
iron, Or cément?

Re-« 
gardless of his convictions, he must Keep 
still. Man after man has come to mé ih 
various p@litical campaigns to explain that 
he was for me, but that if his name was 
mentioned as a supporter of mine, his 
notes would be called at the bank, or ruin 
‘would face him in some other guise. I 
speak that I do know and testify that I 
have seen. 

The concentration of power in a few 
hands is certainly not liberty. Yet Mberty 
was the ideal upon which this nation was 
founded. At times we have forgotten it, 
At times we have exchanged it for the mess 
of pottage of a temporary prosperity: But 
liberty cannot be allowed to die if America 
is to retain its character and its purpose. 
Liberty anust be regained and repossessed. 

To millions of people, libetty cah meaii 
little unless it includes the liberty to work 
and éarh a living. Before the workers cah 
be free men, they must be free frot the 
fear of losing their jobs through no fault 
of their own. If Americafis are to be free, 
they must also be sécuré. Freedom and

“Theeaverage American father 
and mother,’’ Judge Calhoun assert- 
ed. “are far too indulgent of their 
sons and daughters. Even though 
they themselves have little, the 
children are reared in luxury or, if 
not that, every hardship is swept 
away from them. The children are 
too much mothered. The baby is 
the king of the universe; he wants 
his own way and is miserable when 
he cannot have it. We Judges can 
bear witness to the fact that there 
are too many infantile adults.” 

Another remedy for divorce lies 
in the improvement of character 
and disposition, the Judge con- 
tinued, saying: “There are many 
‘marriages that go on the rocks 
from selfishness. There are per- 
sons who seem to be continually 
unable to get the other’s point of 
view. There is a joy that comes 
often in standing aside a little bit 
to please the other fellow, and if 
the husband will just tolerate a few 
things the wife likes and the wife a 
few things the husband likes, there 
will be a happy household. To dis- 
cover some disillusionments about 
matrimony should not of itself 
cause us to want to wreck it. Di- 
vorce does not always solve the 
problem.” 

Many Regret Divorce. 

It is a common occurrence, the 
Judge said, for women who have 
been granted divorces and alimony 
to return to Court later to com- 
plain that their former husbands 
had failed to pay the money. The 
Judges must explain that lawyers 
must be employed to gollect delin- 


ments. Then, he said, the women 
usually reply they were less un- 
happy putting up with their hus- 
bands’ faults than under the new 
circumstances. 

“There is no one prescription,” 
Judge Calhoun concluded, “as‘ a 
remedy for divorce in American 
life. Marriage should be preserved. 
We must rescue it from its vulgar- 
ization by the novelists and this 
sex obsession by the commercial 
interests in the movies and in lit- 
erature and, place it back on the 
pedestal where the church was al- 
ways wont to keep it.”’ 

In answering questions from the 
congregation, Judge Calhoun said 
that more women sought divorces 
than men, but that often this was 
due to chivalry on the part of men. 
The closing hymn was “Blessed Be 
the Tie That Binds.”’ 


PRESBYTERIAN MODERATOR

Dr. Mudge Defends Church in Poli- 
tics When Moral Issues Are 
Involved. 


The Rev. Dr. Lewis Seymour 
Mudge of Philadelphia, moderator 
of the Presbyterian General 
sembly, preached yesterday morn- 
ingf in Kingshighway Presbyterian 
Church and at night in West Pres-. 
byterian Church. Dr. Mudge has 
been stated clerk of the general as-, 
sembly for the last 11 years and is 
regarded as an authority on church 
law. In his morning sermon, speak- 
ing of the church’s attitude toward 
public matters, Dr. Mudge said: 

“We have no doubt as to what 
the official position of our church 
is with reference to the state. We 
declare we ought not as a church 


political organization or any polit- 
ical candidate. Nor ought we to 
make deliverances from our pul- 
pits on anything that is strictly 
political. But when there is a mor- 
al issue involved, even though 
wrapped up somewhat with polit- 
ical details, it is our duty as a 
church and as ministers to speak 
out. There are questions concern- 
ing which the church ought to have 
a mind and @ Say. 

“It ought to speak out in sup- 
port of the efforts of our Govern- 
ment for good, to the ends of the’ 
earth. We cannot as a nation stand 
in isolation. The church must be 
helpful in relating the nation to all 
the great questions which have a 
moral or spiritual element. ‘The 
man that is wrapped up in himself 
is a mighty small package,’ says an 
outdoor pulpit. The same is true 
of a church and of a nation.”

When we began to develop in- 
terest in the nutritive value of food, 
‘ito talk about balanced diets, and 
to plan meals with some thought 
for their nutritive value as well as 
their appearance, cheese began to 
come into its own in this country, 
and gradually won recognition as 
a real food, and not just something 
to tack on the end of a meal. 
Cheese is fine with pie, but when 
we use it nowadays we take into 
consideration the foods that pre- 
ceded it and/ make allowance for 
the added food value the cheese 
gives. Cheese in itself is not gen- 
erally indigestible; it was the way 
in which it was used that gave it 
that reputation—a reputation that 
is rapidly changing in the newer 
light of nutrition.

Jiggs and Maggie have been 
“carrying on’ literally and figuy- 
atively, for two decades now in the 
comic strip, “Bringing Up Father,” 
created by George McManus, for- 
mer St. Louisan. The official date 
of the anniversary is Jan, 24, and 
on Jan.. 25 McManus is to be guest 
of honor at a state dinner in Wasb- 
ington, celebrating the event. There 
will be a lot of society at the din- 
ner—the kind that Maggie has 
been trying to cultivate for 20 
years, to Jiggs’ great inconvenience. 


Already McManus has been re- 
ceiving letters and telegrams of 
congratulation from all over the 
world. Maggie and Jiggs have be- 
come pretty well known, and are 
popular. “Bringing Up Father’ ap- 
pears in more than. 579 newspapers 
in the United States and foreign 
countries; the conversational “bal- 
loons” are translated not only into 
Spanish, for South American news- 
papers, but even into Japanese. The 
strip has appeared in the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch for nine years, daily 
and Sunday. 


McManus got his start as an 
artist in St. Louis, where his fa- 
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J 1ggs and Maggie Have Been Daily 
Tonic for Millions of Newspaper Read- 
ers at Home and Abroad for a Fifth of 
a Century—Dinner for Creator, George 
McManus.

He made Dint:' Moore of New York 
wealthy, because ‘‘Dinty Moore” is 
a famous corned beef and cabbage 
chef who is always helping Jiggs, 
and running afoul of Maggie.

LDER residents of St. Louis 
Qa remember McManus, when 

he was a “kid’’ hanging around 
the Grand Opera House, drawing 
pictures and loafing instead of go- 
ing to school. Some of the ideas 
for characters in “Bringing Up Fa- 
ther” are drawn from stage people, 
chiefly comedians. 
One of the things that started 
McManus to fame was his sketches 
of pretty women. Very pretty 
women (Maggie, of course, is an 
extreme exception) with marvelous 
coiffures. He still doea his women 
that way, and offerg a jolting con- 
trast by giving the male actor what 
is popularly known as “an awful 
pan.”’ Jiggs, for instance. He 
makes Nora, daughter of Jiggs and 
Maggie, the beautiful girl. In his 
former strip, ‘The Newlyweds” he 
made Mrs. Newlywed the beauty 
and Newlywed and the baby 
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‘hair, 


Snookums sheer caricatures. 

That contrast seems to be part 
of his philosophy. He believes that 
usually a beautiful woman picks 
“an awful pan” on her husband. 
His own case for instance. Not 
that McManus is really ag bad as 
his cartoons, but as he says: “I’ve 
never had any delusions that I am 
a flaming sheik, nor has anyone 
else for that matter.” While Mrs. 
McManus is-——well, McManus said 
that he didn’t realize he had been 
drawing her, as the beautiful wom- 
an, until he met her in New York. 


When MeManus was a youngster - 


in a St. Louis school, he wasn’t so 
hot as a student. In fact, if he 
could help it, he wasn’t a student 
at all. He just went to school. 
About the only advantage it had, 
in hig estimation, was that it was 
a good place to draw sketches. 
There was an unlimited gupply of 
paper in the form of text books.

were the days before they let 
children “develop character’ by 
doing what they wanted to in 
school So hig teacher wrote a 
note to the elder McManus, com- 
Plaining of George. McManus 
Senior took George out of school. 

He called up a friend of his, who 
was art editor of the old St. Louis 
Republic. Appreciating the talent 
of his gon, he recommended George 
highly to the art editor. So George 
was given a job sweeping and dust- 
ing the art department, and run- 
ning errands for the artists, 

That lasteg for some time, and 
then the art editor saw some of his 
sketches of a woman with a lot of 

and assigned him to draw 
some fashion pictures for the Sun- 
day supplement, subbing for the 
regular fashion editor. McManus 
says-his coiffures made a hit, so 
after the regular man came back 
he was allowed to do extra work of 
the same gort. 

But along during the summer of 
1903 McManus came into a bit of 
extra money. He did it by the 
simple expedient of betting on the 
right horse in a race. Racing was 
then a popular and legal sport in 
St. Louis. With his pocket book 
well bulged, McManus went to the 
art editor and told him to find an- 
other man, He, McManus, was go- 


ing to New York to. be a comic artist. 


As a preliminary, he made con- 
tacts with some artists connected 
with the St. Louis World's Fair, and 
stayed around 8t. Louis for several 
weeks. During that time he worked 
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on the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
drawing decorative effects on il- 
lustrations. But it wasn’t getting 
him anywhere as a cartoonist, and 
it wasn’t New York. 

It was a bright idea, that of be- 
coming a comic artist, but not soa, 
fast as horse races. In fact, Mc- 
Manus found it far slower than the 
cost of living, and after six months’ 
meking the rounds of newspapers 
in New York, trying to get on the 
payroll, he was down to free-lunch 
counters. He made connections, 
however, just as he was “down to 
the last punch on his meal ticket.”’ 
He was placed on the staff of the 
New York World. 

“Tt was rotten,” he comments of 
his first strip, called “Ready 
Money Ladies.’”” The idea was 
based on women arguing over the 


payment of carfare, sodas and 
such things. Then he began to 
run a strip called “Panhandle 


Pete,’’ and later one “Let George 
Do It,"’ the title of which became 
a popular slogan. The theme was 
a fellow. who always had to do 
the jobs nobody else wanted, and 
McManus found its possibilities 
limited. He went into “The Newly- 
weds.” 


Tes devotion of the young cou- 
ple to their spoiled child. There- 
upon he looked for an idea that 
was permanent, and he found it 
when he hit on the Jiggs and Mag- 
gie idea. 

In searching about for the idea, 
he decided that in order to retain 
popularity, it had to be human. 
The hen-pecked husband had been 
long established as a good laugh 
producer, and so McManus made 


HAT, also, he says, lacked elas-

such a husband the central char- 
acter of his comic. 

It was his plan, he says, to give 
all of the characters except one 
“mugs,” and so Nora, despite the 
“ugly maps’ of Jiggs and Maggie, 
was the beautiful daughter. He 
really picked Nora first, and then, 
casting for Jiggs’ “mug,” remem- 
bered a comedian at the Grand 
Opera House who had played the 
part of an Irishman. The Irish- 
man had a beautiful daughter, and 
McManus decided he would fill 
the bill. He invented Maggie. He 
also invented Dinty Moore, al- 
though latér a Dinty Moore appear- 
ed in real life in New York. 

Corned beef and cabbage and 
Maggie's rolling pin were the sec- 
ondary characters in the strip. As 
much of the byplay was to be 
based on the social aspirations of 
Maggie, and the disinclination of 
Jiggs to fall in line with those as- 
pirations, the rolling pin was con- 
venient for Maggie to enforce her 
views, and the corned beef and cab- 
bage for Jiggs to “‘disgrace’”’ her. 

Since then, during the 20 years 
since 1912, McManus has brought 
in numerous other’ characters, 
caricatures on types from all walks 
of life. Jiggs’ favorite friends are 
se.pegoats of various sorts, labor- 
ers he knew before he made his 
money, everybody that Maggie 
looks on with disdain. For Mag- 
gie’s benefit he has created snobs, 
aristocrats, and bogus dukes and 
counts. The situations in “Bringing 
Up Father” have been innumer- 
able. The idea has been so basical- 
ly human that it has appealed to a 
public of every race and color, and 
sO permanent that—despite two 
decades of crockery heaving and 
dodging, Jiggs and Maggie are still 
at it, and going strong.
